TEHRAN, Iran CP—Iranian 
authorities today 
dispatched 
air and army reinforcements 
to the Abadan region and 
placed all armed forces on .full, 
alert. 
They said they acted 
against a possible Iraqi attack. 
A squadron of j Qt planes was 
sent to Dezful Airbase in Kuz- 
istan province, in which Aba­ 
dan is located. Abadan is the 
site of Iran's prime economic 
asset—the sprawling national 
owned petroleum refineries. 
The Iranian army, navy and 
air force were instructed to 
be ready to repel assault. 
The Iranians also put artil­ 
lery, tanks and anti-aircraft 
batteries in positions on river 
banks above and belop’ Abadan 
to protect the vast refineries.

Planners Hold 


Long Session 
In Mill Valley 


The 
Mill Valley Planning 
Commission sat up until 1 a.m.

Sanford. 
McCormick, 
O’Dell 
and Miller takes 
more than 
mere guess work on the part 
of a manager. 
The 
skipper 
might shift a little of this re­ 
sponsibility 
to 
his 
pitching 
coach, BUI Posedel. He might 
even say to Posedel, “Tell me 
who is in the finest fettle for 
today’s game” and go along on 
that assumption. 
Or he just 
might start off by using the 
pitchers in one, two, three, four 
and five spots. 
However, !o do that calls for 
a shift. Usually some clubs are 
“cousins” for southpaw pitch­ 
ing; others murder 
lefthand­ 
ers. So Rig will'have to arrange 
his starting assignment with 
that in mind.

You Can Avoid Having 
Happy Yule Made Tragic 


The Christmas and New Year's Day 
holiday period is one of the friendliest 
and happiest of any time of the year. At 
the same time it can become one of the 
saddest. 
We know, and you undoubtedly also 
know families which each year are sad­ 
dened at the gaiety they see around 
them. They are saddened because they 
lost a dear one doing just the same 
things you and your friends are doing. 
They lost a dear one in a traffic acci­ 
dent during the holidays. From that day 
forward they must face this annual 
happy period with the unhappy, at best, 
and horrible, at worst, memories of that 
tragic last auto trip. 
it is often unhappily true that at least 
one of the cars in such tragedies is actu­ 
ally driving legally and sanely right up 
to the moment of the crash. Isn’t there 
something such a driver can do to lessen 
the possibility of becoming a statistic 
himself? 
The state has adopted a set of rules 
for drivers of state cars called the de­ 
fensive driving system. Its six rules, 


which every driver should know any­ 
way, are designed to increase chances 
that a state car is completely free of any 
contribution toward an accident. 
These six rules are worthy of adop­ 
tion by every driver for his own protec­ 
tion. They are particularly applicable 
at this season when sometimes the 
Christmas spirits flow a little too freely. 
Here they are: 


1— Make allowances for lack of skill 
and knowdedge of other drivers. 
2— Recognize you have no control 
and can not depend upon actions of 
other drivers, pedestrians or animals. 
3— Compensate

4 — Relinquish the right of way and 
make concessions to avoid collisions. 
5— Avoid accident traps by being 
consciously alert to traffic. 
6 — Showr courtesy and consideration 
to the public at large and to other driv­ 
ers specifically.

1—THERE IS NO d o u b t 
that what Eisenhower h a s 
done in projecting a radiant 
image of the United States 
to millions of people in Eu­ 
rope. Asia, and Africa is most 
gratifying to all Americans. 
But this is distinctively an 
Eisenhower achievement. No 
one else on the scene could 
do it as wrell. 
The credit for this remark­ 
able service to the nation can­ 
not be transferred to any­ 
body else, whether it be Nixon 
or Rockefeller, nor to the Re­ 
publican party. None of the 
Eisenhower glow rubbed off 
on his party or on its Con­ 
gressional candidates in 1956 
when the President nearly 
doubled his popular majority 
while his party was l o s i n g 
both Houses of Congress. 


3— FINALLY, should we at­ 
tain in the next eight months 
a solid beginning toward a 
release from the overhanging 
danger of war with the pros­ 
pect of some disarmament, 
are the American voters going 
to forget that Premier Khrush­ 
chev has boldly stated that 
the Communists will be in a 
fierce and formidable eco­ 
nomic and political contest- 
for-keeps with the U n i t e d 
States? 


Apparently this was t o o 
radical and sophisticated an 
approach for a number of lo­ 
cal citizens. Their reaction 
was summed up in the an­ 
guished cry, “ What an awful 
thing to do, putting a man’s 
name on the ballot. It will 
work an unfair hardship on 
him.” 


If peace and foreign affairs 
are to be controlling next fall, 
isn’t the realistic issue not 
who took the danger of war 
out of the cold peace — be­ 
cause neither of the nominees 
will have had much to do with 
it — but which leadership will 
best help to win the political 
and 
economic 
co n te st-fo r- 
keeps to which Khrushchev 
has challenged us? 


My contention is that our 
democratic principles h a v e 
become 
dangerously 1 i m p- 
wristed and bloodless when 
the ballot box is to be treated 
as a symbol of unmentionable 
humiliation and exhorbitant 
cost. 


The residents of Tiburon 
may have one fact to chew on. 
As long as “ push-button” ap­ 
pointments are to be condon­ 
ed for special districts, then 
we will continue to have inef­ 
ficient and costly government­ 
al services.

Using all his powers of per­ 
suasion, the young special 
agent at last succeeded in con­ 
vincing the youth

should go home. As soon as 
they arrived in Winchester, 
the agent purchased a bus 
ticket to the point nearest 'the 
boy’s New Jersey home, gave 
the youngster $5, wished him 
well and bade him good-by. 
That is almost the end of 
the story. The FBI agent drove 
to his home. He sent the boy 
a Christmas card and wrote a 
note to the mother indicating 
he was happy to have been 
able to help her son. He stated 
that the boy’s attitude appear­ 
ed to be commendable, and he 
expressed his hope that the 
youth had arrived home safe­ 
ly. 


ON HIS RETURN to New 
York, the agent received a 
Christmas card. 
In it, the 
youth who had run away, ex­ 
pressed his appreciation for 
what had been done for him. 
He would, the boy wrote, nev­ 
er forget the agent or’ever 
regret returning home. The 
card was followed by a tele­ 
phone call from the youth’s 
sister, expressing gratitude In 
behalf of her mother and her­ 
self. The young woman advis­ 
ed that her brother had reach­ 
ed home safely, had returned 
to school, and was doing well.

There will be no Christmas 
caroling this year in the cell- 
blocks of San Quentin Prison. 
Associate Warden Walter D. 
Achuff said this year, for the 
first time in several years, the 
practice of the Protestant and 
Catholic choirs singing to fel­ 
low prisoners would be discon­ 
tinued because it made many 
of the prisoners uncomfortable. 
“Many of them would rath­ 
er not be forceably reminded 
that it is Christmas,” Achuff 
said. 
CAROLS ON RADIO 
Car ol s will be broadcast, 
however, over the instiution 
radio for those prisoners who 
wish to listen in, and there will 
be a caroling service at the hos- 
ital which inmates may attend. 
“There are a b o u t 18 in­ 
mates,” Achuff said, “who are 
eligible for parole but will 
probably 'be s p e n d i n g their 
Christmas at San Quentin eith­ 
er because' they do not have a 
job awaiting them, or because 
they do not have a p r o p e r 
home.” Four of these are from 
the Bay Area but none from 
Marin County. 
Achuff said it is rather diffi­ 
cult for prisoners to get jobs 
at this time in construction or 
field type work since those ac­ 
tivities are not too active in 
December.

Keep Youngsters Out Of Trouble 


Does your family pal around 
with other families? Do you 
share your vacations with the 
Joneses or the Smiths? Do you 
have barbecues together in the 
summer and play bridge or 
bowl? Do your children enjoy 
playing with their children? 
Some researchers at Harvard 
studied thousands of families. 
They tried to find out why 
some broke up and o t h e r s 
didn’t. They wondered why cer­ 
tain children became 
delin­ 
q u e n t while others did not. 
They were l o o k i n g for the 
things which make good fami­ 
lies stay good. They discovered 
that family friendships are im­ 
portant. 
The children in a congenial 
group of families didn’t lack 
companions. They had play­ 
mates with similar ideals and 
standards. They didn’t need to 
run with bad g a n g s . They 
didn’t become delinquent. 
Children whose families had 
no circle of friends often got 
into trouble. 
Does that surprise you? It 
doesn’t me. I’ve worked with 
delinquent y o u n g s t e r s for 
many years. I’ve noticed that 


usually their families are iso­ 
lated. They had no real friends 
—no fun, of the right sort,. 
How' are the family friend­ 
ships formed? Sometimes, right 
in the neighborhood. By chance 
congenial folks move in next 
door. More often the friend­ 
ships start in a church, a lodge 
or service club. 
If you don’t have a circle of 
family friends, you are missing 
something. If your family is 
isolated, try going to church. 
Keep an eye open for nice 
people of your own age. You’ll 
find them.

This prediction comes 
from, an outstanding scientific 
authority on that abiding nui­ 
sance of the human, race. 
Dr. Harry F. Dowling of the 
University of Illinois 'permitted 
himself the prediction of an 
anti-cold vaccine even though 
science does not yet know how 
many different kind of viruses 
are capable of causing the com­ 
mon cold. 
But several Viruses which 
have the capability have been 
isolated, and it has been defi­ 
nitely proved human body 
chemistry develops an immu­ 
nity to them which lasts for 
months. This means a vac­ 
cine could be made right now 
against those viruses. 
They are only a few of an 
unknown many, however. Dow­ 
ling believes that “many if not 
most” of the still elusive of­ 
fenders were going to be run 
down before too long. When 
they are caught, science will 
be able to put them together 
into a vaccine which should 
give cold immunity for a year 
or so and be renewable with a 
“booster” vaccination,, he said, 
It’s the number' of different 
viruses capable of causing the 
common cold, that permits it 
to hit .so many people and to 
hit some people so many times, 
he said in the technical jour­ 
nal Medical Science. There still 
is much uncertainty as to their 
behavior.

“Perhaps young people are 
more susceptible to some of 
these viruses, are infected 
with them early in life, and 
become immune to them.” he 
continued. 
“Perhaps, other 
viruses do not often infect 
young children but infect old­ 
er children and adults who 
become immune to them, one 
by one, as they come in con­ 
tact with them. 
“In all probability the immu­ 
nity is not lasting but wanes 
in a year or two. 
However, 
since 
there are presumably 
many antigen¡rally - unrelated 
viruses, a sufficient, number are 
passed, from person to person 
that about twice a year on the 
average an older child or adult 
will receive a sufficient dose 
of virus against which he has 
little or no immunity.

The Marin Cou nty Board of 
Su perv isors y esterday assigned 
two more fu nctions to the cou n­ 
ty ’s data processing serv ice 
and was told the change wou ld 
sav e more than $10.000 per 
y ear in salaries alone. 
On recommendation of dep­ 
u ty au ditor Stanley Fontez and 
Arleigh Sewell, data processing 
su perv isor, the preparation of 
the cou nty ’s bu dget and the is­ 
su ance of v endor’s warrants 
will henceforth be done on the 
IBM machines. 


JOB CANCELLED 
Depu ty Au ditor M i c h a e l 
Mitchell 
told 
the 
board 
it 
wou ld therefore be possible to 
cancel one intermediate ty pist 
clerk position in the au ditor’s 
office and not hire an accou nt­ 
ant who was schedu led to be 
employ ed nex t y ear. Sav ing in 
salaries and retirement fu nds 
for these two wou ld total $10,- 
39 2 annu ally , he said. 
Sewell told the board he 
wou ld be able to carry on the 
work in his department with­ 
ou t the addition of any em­ 
ploy ees there. Howev er, there 
wou ld be a $9 00 ou tlay for nec- 
¡essary equ ipment to pu t the 
two processes into the sy stem. 


OTHER SAVINGS

IBM Unit Gets 
2 More Jobs; 
Savings Seen 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday assigned 
two more functions to the coun­ 
ty’s data processing service 
and was told the change would 
save more than $10,000 per 
year in salaries alone. 
On recommendation of dep­ 
uty auditor Stanley Fontez and 
Arleigh Sewell, data processing 
supervisor, the preparation of 
the county’s budget and the is­ 
suance of vendor’s warrants 
will henceforth be done on the 
IBM machines. 


JOB CANCELLED 
Deputy Auditor M i c h a e 1 
Mitchell 
told 
the 
board 
it 
would therefore be possible to 
cancel one intermediate typist 
clerk position in the auditor’s 
office and not hire an account­ 
ant who was scheduled to be 
employed next year. Saving in 
salaries and retirement funds 
for these two would total $10,- 
392 annually, he said. 
Sewell told the board he 
would be able to carry on the 
work in his department with­ 
out the addition of any em­ 
ployees there. However, there 
would be a $900 outlay for nec­ 
essary equipment to put the 
two processes into the system. 


OTHER SAVINGS 
There would be additional 
savings, Mitchell noted, in the 
actual operation of the process. 
Estimate is that it will cost 
$800 per month for the proc­ 
esses on the IBM machines. 
Cost of handling them in the 
present fashion is $997. 
In addition, Fontez noted, 
the action would free at least 
one, and possibly two of the 
a u d i t o r ’ s bookkeeping ma­ 
chines for use by other depart­ 
ments. 
Each 
machine 
costs 
about $8,000. 
M i t c h e l 1 said the change 
would also save “about 50 per 
cent of the typing” in prepara­ 
tion of the annual budgets.
